Fate Of "Fatty" Arbuckle 


19-Hour Stay 
Has FailedTo 
Bring Verdict 


Comedian Spends an Anxious 


Morning Hoping to Learn 
Whether He Faces Prison 
Sentence or is Acquitted of 
Actress' Murder.

Son Francisco — Nineteen hours, 


ending scon after 11 a. m. Saturday, 
had failed to bring from the jury any 
decision on the guilt or innocence o£ 
Roscoo (Fatty) Arbuckle. famed film 
comedian on trial for manslaughter. 


Arbuckle spent an anxious morn- 


ing, talking to . groups of friends, 
smoking cigarets and walking the cor- 
ridor with a big policeman. His wife, 
Minta "Durtea, remained quietly in 
the courtroom. 


The only flurry of the morning oo 


curred at 11 a, m. when a bailiff sud- 
denly called the court to order and 
Jud^e- Harold Louderback stepped to 


(the bench. 
But hopes, which rose high, were 


immediately dashed when the judge 
called a short calendar of routine 
cases and adjourned court again. 


It was understood the judge was 


then leaving the hall of justice pend- 


" ing call from the jury. 
While Arbuckle paced the corridors, 


Bambina Maud Delmont, the "aveng- 


" er" -who swore to the complaint and 
"sent him to trial, wastn a. cell on the

before 10 a/m. to resume its delibera- 
tions. 
The jury hesitated a moment on 


the way to the courtroom to catch a 
"limpsc of 'Marshal Foch.. who had 
arrived in'San Francisco and headed 
a great parade up Market-st. 
Spectators and the defendant Ar- 


buckls did the same thing. Fatty's 
car rolled down Market-st. and stood 
a minute unnoticed while the big 
comedian doffed his hat to the hero 
of tl» great war. 
Reports were in circulation 
that 


twelve ballots had been taken. The 
rumors were becoming more varied, 
some having it 9 to 3 for acquittal 
on the twelfth ballot. 


Rumors had it that one woman was 


holding out for conviction and the 


, other members of the jury were for 


acquittal. But there seemed to be 
no conceivable way for such informa- 
tion to come out of the jury room 
end it had to be put down as rumor

Franco and Britain Show Will- 


ingr.css to Give up Lease- 


holds in China

Washington — France and Great 


Britain Saturday formally offered to 
withdraw from leased territories in 
China. Japan, explaining her position 
in Manchuria, said she was willing to 
withdraw from Shantung and would 
discuss withdrawal from Manchuria 


China, asked rclinquishmcnt of the 


Japanese leaseholds on Port Arthur 
and Daricn (obtained as spoils of the 
Russo-Japanese war) but tho Japanese 
contended so much 
investment of 


money and development had been 
made there that they could not sec 
how they could jrive ap the lcnj>ss. 


The British declined to give «p their 


leasehold near JIonRfcong. 


Tho French. British and Japanese 


action wa!s taken at the meeting of 
the Far Eastern committee of the 
arms conference which for the first 
time took up the question of Scajrd 
territories and spheres of influence 'n 
China, VJvlani for France presented 
a resolution providing for withdrawal 
of all foreign nations from Sensed ter- 
ritories. Tho French position as ex- 
plained by Vivian! was that Franc" 
would withdraw if the/other nations 
would. 


Tho British deJepaJJon expressed a 


willingness to withdraw on the same 
conditions. Tho Japanese said they 
would •withdraw from Shantwns: but 
could not at present act out cf 
Manchwrta. 


The matter went over for further 


discussion. 


Dominion Status Within One 


Year is Proposed by Lloyd 
George With Permission for 
Ulster to Enter After" Six 
Months. 


London—Smn Fein has been offered 


an "Irish 'free state" within the em- 
pire, with a legal dominion status ef- 
fective one year from the date of its 
acceptance and tho provision 
that 


Ulster can enter after six months, the 
London Times declared here Saturday 
in a supposed outline of the detai's of 
the latest offer 
of Premier Lloyd 


George. 
The plan, being cons'dcrcd by the 


Dail cabinet in Dublin Saturday, spe- 
cifies that" Ulster would retain all her 
financial rights, it was btated. 


The details of the proposals as out- 


lined by the Times are: 


TJlbtcr shall collect all revenues, re- 


mitting any surplus to an all-Irish 
parliament. 


The all-Irish council could not tax 


raw mate-rials or imports from Great 
Britain. 


There shall be no religious endow- 


mcnts made by 'the parliament. 


No qualifications of the agreement 


could be changed by -action oi the 
parliament after acceptance.. • 


Ireland would, have a triple oath of 


allegiance to "the Irish free stale, the 
empire'and the "king."

A boundary commission of three 


representatives from England, Sinn 
Fein and Ulster will be appointed.

evening after receiving the 
levj 


which the "city must raise for count} 
and state purposes. " The rate is low 
er than in 1920 in all the wards ex 
cept the Third and Fifth where there 
is an increase of 30 cents on each 
thousand dollars of property valua 
tion. This is due to a substantial in 
crease In the assessment for ward 
school purposes. 


The county's share of the tax lev} 


this year is $179.06S.9S. The state tax 
is 147.214.17 and the county schoo 
tax totals $21.666.19. making a tola 
of $106,7S7.34. requiring a tax rate ol 
$9.60 for each $1,000 of taxable prop 
erty in the city, as compared with 
$9.09 a year ago. 


The tax rate for general city pur 


poses this year is $12 per $1.000 o 
property valuation as against 12.60 
in 1920 and the high school rate is 
$5.4S as compared with $6.05 a year 
ago.

for school expenses, indicating tha 
the only increase in taxation this yea;

Washington—An eastern council of 


nations' now appears as the objective 
of the go\-ernmenls gathered here to 
discuss Far'JSast questions. 


The same nine powers who arc try- 


ng'to establish a. set of principles to 
uide each other m their coininercial, 
inanclal and political relations with 
•espect 
to the Pacific will be. ulti- 


mately grouped in an organization to 
see to it that the principles adopted 
at Washington are fairly applied. 


The United States government in 


Is original invitation cndcavered to 
.nclude all nations which might pos- 
sibly have interests, in the Far East 
with the exception of Russia. \Vhen 
the Russians get a stable govern- 
ment, they too would be invited to 
join. 


In other words, this development of 


an' association of nine or ten nations 
for a precise object—the tranquihza- 
tion of the Far East—is in line with 
President Hardmg's theory that in- 
ternational 
conference 
can 
bring 


about cooperation not merely., for the 
moment .when the problems are laid 
on the table but subsequently, when 
disputes, arise as to the meaning or 
interpretation of principles. .

It was the appointment of a commis 
sSon to study the question of giving 
up extra territorial rights-. All pow 
ers have agreed to the principle of 
abandoning those rights but the com 
mission must determine cMictly when 
the Chinese judicial authorities 
competent to protect foreigners and 
their disputes. 
This commission ii 


composed of representatives of eacl 
of the governments m session here 
but the commission will have to re 
nprt a larger 
body—probably 
the 


•eastern council of nations. Other in 
tricatc problems that cannot i>ossibl> 
be settled at Washington and rcquir 
further sudy and examination will be 
left to commissions 
which in turn 


would report lf> a conference of pow- 
ers. 


The Chinese themselves arc eager 


for such a, permanent conference to 
be established and the proposal h:«s 
been given 
favorable consideration 


on every side. Already its value has 
l.ccn apparent even in adjusting mat- 
ters of direct concern to two powers 
such as the Shantung dispute. While 
it is true that China and Japan are 
conducting the negotiations, tbo fact 
is he Unied States and Great Britain 
ore keeping an eye on he negotiations 
ready to l^nd a hand and proporc 
compromises at the proper moment-

And consequently, one finds -a Iiollow 
in tic seat right where there should bo a, support- 
ing prominence, in the small of -the back: and a. 
prominence- where there should be a hollow, behind 
tho shoulders. And instpad of adjusting the seat to 
the stature of the child. s,omc school boards prefer 
to adjust the child to the peculiar build of the s,eat.

country would die just as the hand 
would die if its arteries \vere cut and 
tied, stopping tho flow of Wood", the 
junior LaFolIetto said in starting his 
address.

first steam railroad was built, to 1SSO 
the federal government gave public 
lands to tho railroads amounting to 
155 million acres and took bonds ag- 
gregating $64,600,000 from the roads 
to encourage them in their attempts 
to connect all parts of tho country.

Urs and municipalities loaned them 
188 million dollars, said Mr.
